Wny, then should we 
hesitate to cast in oar lot with suen a p-o- 
ple? or why enter'.ain tears that tbey mi^h r 
take advantage ol our weakness, nod exer- 
cise government over usjto our hurt f Is uui 
our interest theirs, and will nol their Colon- 
ial experience teach them to understand our 
requirmenta better than any ruler.-: that Eng- 
land can send us ! is dure an evil of which 
wo complain, that they have not experienced 
and overcome 3 have tbey not been burthen* 
ed with expansive and inefficient official 
diplomats from Dawning Btreot, to deprive 
tho eons of the soil ol their birthright and 
their ranis 1 Why then, we would ask, should 
any person lear that men such as these 
should bo soon ignore their own experience, 
and deal with us in any other manner than 
for cur gcod ? The "Canadian tyranny" 
■which socio are ready to Buggeat, h a m.:.-e 
creation of the mind, and whatever pr. j j 
dice or feeling ol distrust that may be en- 
tertained toward 1 ! tho present leader of tie 
Dominion Government, there is little dangei 
ol fear from that source so long in kucIi nun 
as Tilley, Tupper and Mitcnel, Irotn tbo 
Lower Provinces, aro in tho Government ;

Hospital Bknefit — llio people nf this 
city are this day called upon to hulp the niolt 
and tho nlllicted. Ever ready, over willing, 
open-hundud and kind-hearted as our citizens 
are, it needs no harrowing lule to stir up 
their, feelings in behalf of tho Royal Hospital. 
To-ni»bt tho Amateur Dramatic Association, 
with its usual kindness, comes forward for 
its benefit, and we ask every one to aid thorn 
in their laudable endeavor. It in well known 
that the funds of tho Hospital have been 
long exhausted, and that tho building itse lf 
iere this must have been closed had it not 
been that thoso who supply it with pro" 
visions have continued to do so nt great 
sacrifice to themselves, having for their only 
security the faith that the eitizoris will como 
forward to its rescue. The want of menus 
is in a very great measure owing to the 
poverty of the Government. We are iiifurmed 
that Uovornor Seymour has always evinced 
the most lively interest in the eick, but can- 
not spare the funds necessary to relieve the 
institution from its difficulties. The liabil- 
ities ol tho Hospitul exceed three thousand 
dollars. To speak of economy and retrench- 
ment in relation to such un institution would 
bo barbarous and cruel; but if the means 
cannot be had, what must rfsult? Unfor- 
tunately, the more distressed tho country, the 
moro necessary the hospital. The inmates 
average about ten in number; tho expenses 
of each is nearly one dollar per diem, so that 
three hundred dollars per month may bo 
coniiidored the sum necessary for its support. 
The visiting surgeons — noble ns their pro- 
fession — givo their services gratuitously, 
The remaining officers are a resident surgeon, 
a cook and a nurse. During the year moro 
than sixty persons have been admitted and 
many others have received outdoor attend, 
acoo. It need no! tie added that neither 
country, creed nor color are taken into con- 
nideial on. Were the poor nlllicted creatures 
before the eyes of the citizens their kind 
hearts would melt with pity and suuport 
would not be withheld. Oao short vi>u to 
the hospital would Bpeak more eloquently than 
anything wo can pen ; but if amidst tho har- 
assing cares of the day, time cannot be had 
for such a purpose, let each one spare a few 
ahort moineNtP menially to behold their fel- 
low creatures, stretched upon a bed of sick- 
ness—probably absent from their friends and 
all they hold most dear, with nothing but this 
institution to alleviate their sufferings, and 
wo leel quite certain the result will be eu- 
nobling to themselves and beneficial to the 
mharity. Thore aro few so poor but can con- 
tribute a mite ; and we ask our residents to 
come forward to-night and, as one man, 
show that charity und luve aro still predom- 
inant features in tho character ot the citizens 

of Victoria.
